would haue vs to ſearch, becauſe they

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dores, and ſaith I am hungry, therefore 
let our compaſsion bee towards them as 
towards Chriſt. 

The third knowledgeis of our ſelues, 
and the night knowledge of our (clues, 
ariſeth of Chyiſt crucified, in whom and 
by whom wee come to the knowledge 
of five ſpeciall things :' Firſt, the gre» 
uouſneſle of ogr ſinnes, and our nuſerie 
In regard of them, for if wee confider 
our offences in our ſelues,wee may bee 
deceiued, becauſe our conſcience being 
corrupt often-erreth in giuing teſtimo. 
nic,and ſo irſeemes butlntle,but if finne 


bee conſidered in the death and paſſion | 


of Chriſt, whereof it was the cauſe, and 
the vilencſle thereof meaſured by the 
vnſpeakable torments endured by him, 
the leaſt Ganewil appeare to be a moſt 
gricuous finne indeed.Secondly,by this 
weeknow that men belecuing in Chriſt, 
are not their owne, but wholly both bo- 
dy and foule belong to Chriſt,Thirdly, 
that cuery ttue beleeucr hath this being 
\ from Chriſt, notas hee is a man, but as 
heeis a newman. Fourthly,that all good 
works: done of vs, proceede. from the 
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verttte, and merit of Chriſt crucified, 
Toh. 5 .2.Fiftly,that we owe vnto Chriſt 
an cadleſſe debit, for hee was crucified 
onely as our ſuettic and pledge, and in 
the ſpeRacle /of his paſſion, wee muſt 
confider our {elves as the chnefe debters, 
we owe him all our (clues for the paijnes 
that hee endured, to fet vs moſt miſera- 
ble bankroupts at libertie, from Hell, | 
Death, and the Diuell, but las when 
doe ye beginne to pay it 2 

Thus wee ſce what benefits we haue 
by Chriſt crucified, and in what man- 
nex wee ought to vie them, but alas, but 
few baue treaſured vp this knowledge 
of Chriſt, as they ought,for herein faile 
both the Papiſt, and the common Pro- 
teſtant. The Popiſh Churches though 
inword they confeſle him,yet doe they 
not know hun as they ought,forin their 
Sermons they vſe the paſſion,as a means 
onely to ſtirre vp pittie and compaſsion 
towards Chriſt, and hatred of Pare, 
the lewes,and [#4as,8c, But the ſeruice 
of God which in that Church, ſtands 
now-in force, by the Cannons of the 
Counſel of T rent,defaceth Chriſt cru- 

I] 4 cified, 
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cified, in that firſt the Paſsions of Mars 
tires are made meritorious; ſecond]y,the 
very word and figne of the Crolle, 'is 
their onely refuge and help; thirdly, the 


Virgine Mary 1s made the Queene of 


heauen, and a mother 'of Mercy, who 
may commaund her Sonnez fourthly, 
they giue religious adoration to dumbe 
ſtocks, & Crucifixes made by the hands 
of men. The common Proteſtant allo 
commeth ſhort,for three cauſes, for firſt 
though in Word they ' confefſe him 
to bee a Saujour, that hath redeemed 
them, yet indeede they'rnake hima pas 
tron of their ſiones ::$econdly, they take 
knowledge of his merit,but little regard 
the vertue of his death,and reſurreCtion, 
in mortifying of their ſintull luſts and 

_ affeRions: thirdly,theywwſually content 
_ themiſelits generally: and confuſedly to 
know Chriſtito betheir redeemer,neuer 
once ſ{teking in cuery perticuler eſtate 
of life, ind bleſsing of God,to teele the 
benefitof his paf1on. What is the cauſe 
of all the ſecuritie in the world,and that 
men arenot touched for their ſins?ſure- 
ly becauſe they did neuer yet ſcriouſlic 
9-45'3 bas 2 conſider 
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confider that Chriſt in the Garden, lay 
roucling vpon the earth, ſweating of 
Loud, &c. for their offences. Againe 
oppreſſours of the poore, never knew 
that their finnes drew out the hart bloud 
of Chrift. Againe-proud perſons put- 
fed vp with ſtrange atire,neucr confider 
that Chriſt was not crucified in gay a« 
tire, but naked, that hee might beare 
the whole ſhame and curſe of the Law 
for vs. Theſe and ſuch like, whatſoever 
they ſay in word, if wereſpe& the tenor 
of their liues, are flat enimigs ofthe croſle 
of Chriſt, and tread his precious bloud 
vnder their feete. So farre Perkins. 

But if thou wilt haue the Treaſures. 
of Chriſt in heauen, thus thou muſt 
learne to know and feele Chriſt cruci- 
fied, and the benefits of his Merit, Vers 
tue and Example, and thus muſt thou 
come to the knowledge of God, of thy 
neighbour, and of thy ſelfe, in Chriſt 
crucified,cuen whiles thou art here vpon | 
earth; which feeling knowledge is a ſa- 
mng knowledge,cycn an excellent por- 
tion of heauenly Treaſure, imparted tq

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theſe graces are in truth in thee, for thou 
vnderſtandeſt aright,and remembreſt the 
beſt things, and belecueſt the word,ang re- 
penteſt in truth, with hatred of ſine, and 
loueſt God and his word even for them< 
ſelues: and fecondly,ſo much as thou vn= 
derſtandeſt,knoweſt, remembrelt, belec- 
ueſt & loueſt, thou affeReſt & etnbraceſt 
in hart-vnfainedly, and defireſt to grow 
in them, and to practiſe them, all which 
are bleſſed ſignes of the grace of God, 

And laſtly, if thou didſt once feele the
